The highways of the town were seriously damaged in 
many places, by the great freshet in April, causing extra 
_ ordinary expenditures for repairs of about $500. 

New approaches and improvements to Smith’s Bridge, 
West Plymouth, have been made at a cost of $56. New 
abutments to bridge on Turnpike, near Bell’s house, have 
been built at a cost of $30. The highway running from 
Bridgewater to Hebron in sonthwest part of town has 
been repaired and improved at a cost of $160. 

Highland Street from Russell Hill to opposite C. E. 
Barker’s house has been macadamized, and the street on 
west side of the common remacadamized at a cost of $500.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


We are able to report an improved sanitary condition 
in our village over that of last year, owing largely to the 
increased sewerage, also to a greater care and interest on 
the part of our citizens to keep their premises in first class 
sanitary condition. 

There has been three cases of typhoid fever reported 
to us during the year. One of the persons afflicted came 
here from Campton, the other two were residents. In one 
case the cause was directly traceable to impure well water, 
~ which when analyzed proved to be badly contaminated with 
sewerage. In the other case the cause was not apparent. 
In neither case was the aqueduct water used, which we are 
unanimous in our opinion is far superior to any well water 
for family use. All recovered, being mild cases yet typical. 

Complaint was nade to us about the sewer on Langdon 
‘street running past the houses of M. P. Browley and Henry 
White, and upon investigating we found that the sewer at 
that point is laid too shallow to accommodate the drainage 
of those houses already connected with it. As a result, at 
times the sewerage is forced through the service pipes into 
the cellars and causes trouble and danger to the families 
living there. To remedy the evil this sewer pipe will prob- 
ably have to be relaid, which should be done as early as 
possibly to prevent serious consequences on the principal 
that an ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure.
